Booth, Peter Sharne, Gary Cole, Alan Davidson, Tony 
Henderson and the rest may appear in TV commercials 
for anything from beer to boot polish. 


Booth will act as the go-between between the players 
and interested companies. 


He will be chairman of ASF Marketing Ltd., the com- 
pany being formed to market soccer in general and the 
1981 world youth championships, to negotiate endorse- 
ment and advertising deals and to market emblems, 
T-shirts, soccer balls, training kits and:so on. 


Players who do endorsements or TV comemrcials will 
keep part of the money, and the rest will gointoapoolto —

The leading Socceroo 
personalities are expected 
to be in demand next year, 
if the national team does 
well in the World Cup qual- 
ifying series. 

The world youth 
championships, to be held 
every two years, will 
enable the ASF to encour- 
age a continued high level 
of interest not only by 
companies, but also by the 
public. 


Until now, the ASF has 
had to rely on the World 
Cup every four years. 
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Meanwhile, national 
coach Rudi Gutendorf has 
urged the ASF to ban over- 
seas transfers by 
members of his national 


squad. 


““We could lose up to five 
top players to overseas 
clubs if the ASF doesn’t 
stop sleeping,’ Gutendorf 
said.

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Crook star 


Australia’s performances against Northern 
ireland in Melbourne and Adelaide were good 
enough to beat most of our 1981 World Cup 


opponents at home. 


The over-anxiousness shown in the Adelaide 
game could bring the Socceroos undone in the 
cauldron of Teheran or Baghdad, but there is time 
yet to develop poise and patience. 


Australia may have lost 
the three-match series — 
1-2 in Sydney, 1-1 in Mel- 
bourne and 1-2 in Adelaide 
— but it scored first in all 
but the first game and it 
showed remarkable fight- 
ing qualities against the 
British champions. 

Sure, the Socceroos couldn’t 
match Northern Ireland’s gen- 
eral football ability and sharp- 
ness. If they could, they too 
would be able to beat Scotland, 
England and Wales. 

But they won't be playing 
teams as strong in the World 
Cup, albeit Iraq does have 1979 
victories against Sweden and 
East Germany to its credit. 

And let's not forget that im- 
portant players Gary Cole and 
Murray Barnes did not play in 
Adelaide. They had been key 
members of the team that 
drew 1-1 in Melbourne and had 
that team stayed together for 
the fina] match, it may well 
have drawn at least, or 
perhaps even held onto the 

i lead gained through 
Peter Sharne after only five 
minutes. 

Barnes could not play be- 
cause he had to return to 
Sydney for university exams. 
Cole was left behind in Mel- 
bourne so that John Nyskohus 
could have a run. As it turned 
out, Gutendorf left Nyskohus 
out of the opening team and 
used him only as a substitute 
because Nyskohus had been 
unable to get time off from his 
butcher's shop in order to join 
the training camp. 

But Nyskohus, like every 
other Socceroo, performed 
very well when he came on at 
half time as replacement for 
right back Steve Perry who 
had saved the team earlier by 
heading off the goal line with 
Martyn Crook beaten. 

Crook, the third goalkeeper 
used in the series, made some 
brilliant saves and, in virtually 
jumping onto the back of 
Gerry Armstrong when he had 
no other choice, showed the 
type of desperation that is in- 
vaulable in tight games. 

It was inexcusable that ref- 
eree Don Campbell did not 
award Northern Ireland a pen- 
alty over Crook’s charge. 
Crook would have been the last 
to complain, for he has con- 
ceded no more blatant a pen- 
alty in his career. 

Luckily for Northern Ire- 
land, Noel Brotherston siam- 
med the ball into the empty 
net as it was forced out of the 
penalty area, with Crook and 
Armstrong still sprawled on 


the ground. That goal, in the

Northern Ireland striker 
Gerry Armstrong of Totten- 
ham Hotspur was the best 
player on the field. John O’- 
Neill, the mighty centre back, 
was excellent in defence and 
venomous when he came for- 
ward. Noel Brotherston had a 
good game yet again, Tommy 
Cassidy organised well in mid- 
field, but Martin O'Neill, 
scorer of the equalising goal in 
Melbourne, was subdued by 
Jimmy Rooney.

There will be one or two 
more changes in the first 
eleven during this series and 
on the world tour but Gut- 
endorf can feel content that 
most of his World Cup team 
now is settled. 

The Socceroos prepared for 
their last meeting with the UlI- 
stermen with the traditional 
pre-match talk by Gutendorf. 

The scene is the dining room 
of the South Terrace Trav- 
elodge, Gutendorf and assist- 
ant Tony Boggi are in a Jast- 
minute huddle before Gut- 
endorf takes the floor. 

“We are strong enough to 
get the game under control if 
we mark the players so they 
cannot get into their rhythm, 
he begins. 

“We must do everything to 
stop them from dominating us, 
so we cannot play defensive 
otherwise it is only 4 matter of 
time before they get a gol. 

*T have all the confidence in 
Crook. His talent and tech- 
nique are the best in the coun- 
try. He only has to prove he 
has the nerves and can stand 
the tension. 

“Tansey — my most re- 
liable player in the defence — 
has the hardest task — to mark 
the blond guy, Brotherston. Go 
with him till he switches 
wings, then take the right mid- 
field player. 

“‘Muir and Henderson — in 
the air you're better than Arm- 
strong and Hamilton. Ivo — 
yon were excellent in Mel- 

urne and Sydney. Always 
give double cover. 

‘Rooney is in charge of who 
marks who in the midfield. 

“It is hard for Rooney, he is 
passed by the ball, he hangs 
between the defence and the 
midfield. But he is ex- 
perienced enough. Look for 


- Jimmy. If you don’t give him 


the ball, he looks bad. Make 
him look strong. He is our 
relay station. 

“Don’t keep the ball too 
long. Pass quickly, otherwise 
you will lose the ball. Those off 
the ball must make it easy by 
getting into position to accept 
it 


“We are not the best soccer 
players but our work rate is 
over 100 per cent and that is 
something. We are able to 
sacrifice ourselves. 

“Bingham is surprised that 
his team, worth five or six mil- 
lion dollars, has been unable to 
beat us clearly. I know the 
secret — we fight! 
chance to challenge strongly in 
the air, is followed by an Arm- 
strong header from a Broth- 
erston corner, forcing Crook to 
make a reflex save. 
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““Boden — he has no chance 
to get high balls in the centre 
against these giant defenders, 
so look to pass to Sharne and 
Boden on the ground. Boden is 
the only player in the team 
with the ability for short twists 
and to go round and penetrate 
the area, 

“Mark so strict that you 
destroy their rhythm. 

‘Always look for opening 
from behind — counter-attack. 

“‘When Ireland has the ball, 
every person sticks very close 
to his man. The second they 
‘lose the ball, get away from 
your man so you can get the 
ballnwcncs rat 

It's stifling hot in the bus to 
Hindmarsh Stadium, but that’s 
in keeping with Adelaide 
where everybody turn the air 
conditioning up too high. Out- 
side it's cold, inside you, 
sweat like a pig. ; 

Australia plays to Gut- 
endor’s instructons as far as 
possible and again gets off toa 
morale-boosting start. 

After a run by Boden is 
stopped by a foul from Chris 
Nicholl, Sharne puts the home 
team in front. 

John McClelland misses a 
long, bouncing ball at the left 
back position, enabling Sharne 
to run onto it. Sharne hooks it 
quickly with his right foot 
from 20 metres and it curls 
slightly, past goalkeeper Jim 
Platt, off the far post, into the 
net, 

But the aggressive Irish 
ensure that Australian does 
not press home its advantage. 

Billy Hamilton picks up the 
ball in midfield and his pass 
finds John O'Neill in the clear 
inside the area but the big man 
can’t control the ball, which 
gives Tony Henderson time to 
move in and clear. 

Then Perry does well to 
head off the line as Hamilton's 
header beats Crook. Jim 
Tansey had done likewise in 
Melbourne.

Yzendoorn, who is breaking 
up many Irish moves in mid- 
field with interceptions and de- 
termined tackling, heads goal- 
wards and is pushed off the 
ball by Jim Nicholl. Henderson 
fires in a fierce free kick but 
goalkeeper Jim Platt holds it. 

Then Australia starts losing 
the ball because of imprudent 
short passes. Rooney, Per 
and Yzendoorn all lose the ball 
this way. 

Armstrong intercepts an at- 
tempted short pass by Perry 
and darts down the line, He’s 
beaten Prskalo, so Prksalo 
resorts to crashing into him 
Still, Armstrong manages to 
cut back into the middle where 
Cochrane’s shot is stopped by 
a outstretched foot of Crook, 
but referee Campbell rules 
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that Armstrong had carried 
the ball over the line, so he 
gives a goal kick, Instead, he 
should award a free kick 
against Prskalo. 


Boden turns and goes but 
again he’s chopped down by 
Chris Nicholl. Krnecevic. 
taking the free kick, spies a 
gap in the ball and drives the 
ball low, but Platt drives and 
saves. 

Then Boden has a shot after 
good lead-up work by Krncevic 
and Yzendoorn, but again 
Platt saves 


It remains 1-0 until half- 
time. To this point the stars 
have been Prskalo, Yzen- 
doorn, Boden and Tansey for 
Australia and Armstrong, 
Hamilton, John O'Neill and

Ivo Prskalo and Jim 
Tansey were the best 
players over the three 
matches against Northern 
Ireland, according to 
ratings given in ‘Soccer 
Action’s” coverage, 

Prskalo and Tansey 
each had an average rating 
of 8.26. 

Next came John Yzen- 
doorn with 8.2, Jim Muir 
with 8.1 and Tony Hender- 
son with 7.66. 

Murray Barnes and 
Martyn Crook also were 
excellent in the one game 
they each played. 


Brotherston for Northern Ire- 
land. 

Nyskohus comes on for 
Perry at half time, taking an 
attacking position, while Yzen- 
doorn replaces Perry at right 
back. Australia now has vir- 
tually four forwards. 

The opening five minutes 
are very good for Australia 
and had Sharne been able to 
control a square bal from 
Yzendoorn in a break, they 
could have been even better. 

Then Yzendoorn comes in- 
side, right up to the centre for- 
ward position in a burst of 
tough attacking play that 
epitomises his team. 

But Armstrong replies by 
beating both Yansey and 
Prskalo on a sparkling run. 
Luckily for Australia, Crook 
manages to punch Arm- 
Strong's shot away. 

In another Irish attack, 
Yzendoorn sticks his foot In 
the way to prevent Martin O’- 
Neill’s square ball at the edge 
of the area from reaching 
Hamilton who is unmarked 
and ready to shoot. This move 
has been made possible for the 
Irish because Rooney's at- 
tempted clearance bounced off 
referee Campbell’s back. 

McCurdy replaced Hamilton 
in the 57th minute and two 
minutes later Crook makes a 
remarkable save from Martin 
O'Neill who shoots from an un- 
marked position after a pass 
from Cochrane. 

Henderson blasts another 
Australia free kick over the 
bar after Chris Nicholl handles 
a shot by Nyskohus in a move 
started by Rooney and Tansey. 

Australia’s downfall starts 
in the 70th. minute. 

The defenders are moving 
out, hoping to catch Ireland of- 
fside, but they leave Arm- 
strong at the edge of the area, 
onside and unmarked. Crook is 
desperate. He crashes into 
Armstrong’s back and, un- 
believably, Campbell does not 
whistle for a penalty. The ball 
goes out to Brotherston, 
though, and he slams it back 
into the empty net. 1-1. 

Brotherston attacks soon 
after down the left wing, from 
where he sends a long 
crossfield ball to McCurdy in 
the open. McCurdy steadies 
and is about to shoot but Nys- 
hohus has run a long way back 
and he takes it away from 
McCurdy in the nick of time. 

Gutendorf brings on Mark 
Jankovics for Boden in the 75 
th. minute, and Jankovics cops 
a hefty kick in the leg which 
earns Chris Nicholl the yellow 
card. 

As Theo Selemidis and John 
Coyne of Australia are warm- 
ing up, Northern Ireland takes 
the lead 

Cochrane crosses from the 
right in a breakaway, with 
most of the Australians up- 
field, and McCurdy heads 
home from the far side. North- 
ern Ireland has won, with 
about 10 minutes to go. 

Selemidis comes on for 
Rooney and then John Kos- 
mina replaces Krncevic who

Rudi Gutendorf is different 
again, a real character who 
speaks out to the Press and 
criticises what he sees as our 
failings. 

Often I am asked to judge 
between the three but really 
the best indicator of a “good” 
coach or a “bad” coach is 
results and let’s wait and see if 
we can qualify for the coming 
World Cup finals before we 
assess anyone. 

At club level I have played 
under Edmund Kreft, Less 
Scheinflug and Rale Rasic. 

I think that I have improved 
under Rale because my appli- 
cation to training and the 
match is better. 

Ralje of course has a great 
knowledge of the game but I 
can’t say too much about Les 
Scheinflug because I didn’t 
play under him Jong enough. 

1 believe that Edmund Kreft 
had a problem with our com- 
mittee over the selection of 

t players from overseas. 
t appears that they didn’t see 
eye to eye about who should 
come over. 

While on the topic of guest 
players I must say something 
about Justin Fashanu who will 
soon return to English First 
Division club Norwich. 

On the field there can be no 
doubt about Justin’s benefit to 
us and this is proven by the 
fact that we have lost only one 
game since he has been play- 
ing. 
He has given us someone to 
look for up front and his all- 
round ability has been a boon 
to us. ; 

Justin can hold the ball, find 
space well, he’s great in the 
air, has a terrific shot for goal 
and he can work hard and 
tachle bach. 

But the thing that really 
tooh me by surprise was the 
way he fitted in so well with all 
the people at Adelaide City. 

Honestly, you would have 
thought that he had been here 
all the time because he came 
over here and immediately 
fitted in as if he were just one 
of the boys. 

He really is a marvellous 
bloke. 

And people like him are 
good for the younger players in 
the club because we have 
great talent in our youth. 

David Mitchell, Charlie Vil- 
lani and Lucio Signore show 
excellent potential but remem- 
ber there are a lot of young 
guys who lack application. 

Whenever that is the case, 
Rale is not backward in letting 
them know what to do. 

“The young guys here clean

the first team players’ boots 
and look up to us so that when 
their time comes to play regu- 
‘arly in the first team they will 
feel a greater sense of 
achievement. 

Still, these young blokes 
look like providing a solid base 
for Adelaide City as they are 
currently being groomed for 
the firstteam. 

Our future looks bright as 
we have built up a tremendous 
club that rivals any of our PSL 
opponents in terms of facilities 
for the players. 

We have excellent training 
facilities with saunas and 
baths available after training. 
In fact training is less of a 
chore when you know you will 
be looked after at the end of 
the session. 

As for sponsorship, our main 
sponsors are all people from 
within the club who pitch in 
and help to keep things run- 
ning. 

We rely upon our supporters 
to a great extent but recentiy 
they have been letting us down 
as attendances have fallen. 

You can put it down to fick- 
leness. The Italians are great 
when you're winning but once 
you start losing they won't 
come to the games. 

We hope they will start to 
come bach because we have 
been picking up valuable 
points recently 

Fickle supporters is a cross 
that our national team players 
have had to bear for many 
years 

It is just something you have 


to learn to live with but it can 
unsettle the younger players in 
the national team. 

At national level the crowds 
seem willing to support you if 
you are in front but if you are 
losing and could use the crowd 
support, you get nothing. 

Maybe the fans here don’t 
appreciate what World Cup 
qualifying games are all 
about. 

I can remember playing in 
the last qualifying matches 
and believe me, the pressure is 
intense once you get out there. 

It’s funny really, because 
you go out to play for your 
country feeling the strain but 
on the other hand you enjoy 
playing at the highest level 
possible. 

But pressure can be your 
downfall. 

It is important to start well, 
otherwise the pressure mounts 
and you could be destroyed for 
the rest of the match. 

I can’t really say how our 
lads will react to the pressure 
and whether we will qualify 
for the next World Cup finals 
because I don’t know enough 
about the calibre of our opposi- 
tion. 

As for all the uproar about 
playing non-residents in our 
national team I would like to 
say that it is no fault of Jim 
Muir’s that he has been selec- 
ted. 

What do people expect of 
him - to knock back the chance 
of playing for Australia? 

The administrators make 
the rules, not the players, but 
it seems to ine that there is 
one set of rules for some 
players and another set for the 
rest 

Sure, I'd like to see 11] Aus- 
tralians playing for the nation- 
al team and it must be dis- 
appointing for the Australian- 
born players not selected. 

But remember it doesn’t 
matter who a player is or 
where he comes from — when 
he is asked to play he will 
jump at the chance. 


Again, I would like to 
remind people that it is the ad- 
ministrators who make the 
rules. 


As for my own career in the 


national team, I have been 
through the ups and downs of 
Australian soccer over the 
past few years. 


My first representative 
game was in the Australian 
under-21 side under the control 
of Eric Worthington and Brian 
Green. 


I was not in the squad which 
went to West Germany in 1974 
but undoubtedly that was one 








of the highlights of Australian 
soccer. 


Unfortunately nothing was 
learned from the experience of 
qualifying for those World Cup 
finals and the game was not 
marketed properly by our ad- 
ministrators. 


What we needed and still 
need is good media coverage. 
Take the promises that have 
been coming this year con- 
cerning TV coverage of the 
PSL — nothing has happened. 


The PSL could continue to 
prosper with good publicity 
but really, as far as I am con- 
cerned, the administrators 
leave a lot to be desired. 


I have played in the PSL 
since its inception as I trans- 
ferred from USC Lion to Adel- 
aide City for $8,000 before the 
first year of PSL competition, 


The standard is much higher 
than it was at the start and the 
PSL is a viable proposition 
when it comes to constant im- 
provement. 


Let's just hope that the right 
people get behind the market- 
ing of the league which can 
only make Australian soccer 
stronger as it grows. 


As for the future, our im- 
provement lies with the young 
players but it seems to me that 
too many lads taper off at the 
ages of 15 and 16. 


I put this down to the lack of 
quality coaching in this coun- 
try but the situation will have 
to change quichly. 


For my own future, I can 
honestly say that I am happy 
to see out my time at Adelaide 
City because the club has been 
good to me. 


You wouldn't believe it, but 
for all the years that I’ve been 
playing I had never won any- 
thing until we won last year’s 
Philips Cup and I really sav- 
oured that moment. It was 
particularly satisfying to come 
from two goals down to win 
32, 


Now I look forward toa PSL 
championship. That is my alm. 


I heep away froin the admin- 
istration of the club because it 
can influence many things to 
become friendly with the right 
or wrong person. 


Squads should be piched on 
merit only and for now I am 
content to continue with Adel- 
aide City in our quest for 
honours in this year’s Philips 
Cup and in the years to come. 


just plain jealousy and envy of 
a man who knows where he is 
going and what's more, 
damned well knows how to get 
there. 

Many of our self-confessed 
critics and self-confessed foot- 
ball authorities, see in Rudi 
Gutendorf what they would 
like to see in themselves. 

They see a professional 
coach who knows most of the

Since he arrived from 
Germany, he has completely 
rebuilt the national team into 
an outfit that can stand on its 
own two feet with credibility 
in the Australian sporting 
world.

FORGET WINNING 


This week we finish Mr. W. F. 
Pless’s article, in which he goes 
on to say that he believes the in- 
troduction of five-a-side soccer 
for very young players, played 
on small pitches, would go a 
long way to solve the problems 
and shortcomings of eleven- 
a-side soccer. 


At one ptimary schobi they have conducted 
a five-a-side series for the 8 to 12 age group. 
Surveys were conducted during these games 
and compared with eleven-a-side games as 
played on Saturdays. The figures showed that 
players touched the ball far more often, even 
though the ‘eleven-a-side games were played 
for 50 minutes and the five-a-side for only 20 
minutes. Ns 
~ “Five-a-side sdéccer lias several distinct ad- 
vantages for all players: 

dt is far more conducive to-skill learning 


* and practice; it can readily cater for large or 


‘ small numbers of players, and iS suitable for 
alf playing areas, both’indoor and outdoor; it 
is a simple game and thus provides a reason- 
able level of success for most players. - 


THe games are played on the basis of 10 to 


15 minutes each way, and the boys are moving 
continuously, therefore getting at least as 
much exercise as they would in an eleven- 
a-side game of 50 minutes duration, nt 
This means that, on standard grounds di- 
vided into four five-a-side pitches one could 


have 80 boys involved in one hour! Compare 


this with eleven-a-side’s 66 in three hours. 


. With Jarger grounds divided into eight pitches, 


160 boys are involved in an hour. 

The fact that so many boys could play on the 
one ground would lessen the ever growing 
need for more grounds, and would also solve 
the problem of refereeing that exists at the 
present, because all these games require is 
for someone to stand in the middle to keep an 
eye on things. 

Some level of success is essential to.all boys 


playing soccer. 
Eleven-a-side soccer with its emphasis on 
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positioning and its use of large facilities and 
equipment, does not provide this for many 
boys. It was gratifying to see boys scoring 
freely in these five-a-side games, Many of 
these boys had never scored a goal in their life 


’ before. Yet this is What the game is all about! 


As for success with individual skill, one can 


* actuatly see skill developing during the course 


of a five-a-side game. Boys have freedom of 


movement and frequent opportunities to prac- 


tice and prove their skills ina game Situation. 
Dettmar Cramer, the former FIFA coach 
and coach of the Germian club Bayern Munich 
said, ‘“A boy of 10 years is not a littie adult, he 
is perfect human being of 10 years.” 
The introduction of the changes outlined in 
this arttcle, together with the adoption of sym- 


. pathetic and knowledgeable coaching téch- 


niques, will go along way towards creating a 
favourable environment.in whichthe empha- 
sis ts taken off witming and Is placed on parti- 
cipation, and in which boys will be able to de- 
velop their soccer skills ‘to the fullest, without 
undue pressure. They.will be able to l6ok for- 
ward to a lifetime of enjoyment and satisfa 
tion for a game they ‘have learnt well.~ © ° 
If on the other hand, a boy reaches the age 
of 12 or so and decides that soccer is not for 
him, he will at least have had,an enjoyable ex- 
perience. 
_My comment to people who are reading this 


_ column would be that, seeing as the adminis- 
trators of junior soccer in Victoria have al- 
. ready realised that a change was indeed need- 


ed, and introduced such a change. in the 
format of six-a-side games for boys up to the 
age of 11, let us obey these rules and forget 
about this ‘‘wqin at all cost caper’’, It is sure 
to-pay dividends in the long run,

Hrubescn | German hero | 


Horst Hrubesch, 
the huge Hamburg 
striker, wrote his 
personal fairy-tale 
with the two goals 
which dumped 
plucky little Belgium 
2-1 and gave West 
Germany the Eu- 
ropean Nations cup 
for the second time 
at the Olympic Sta- 
dium in Rome last 
Sunday. 


It was only an injury to 
Klaus Fischer which gave 29- 
year-old Hrubesch his chance 
and he was considered lucky to 
be in the side for the final after 
poor performances in the last 
two matches. 

But he quickly repaid man- 
ager Jupp Derwall’s con- 
fidence in him by hitting a 
spectacular opener after 10 
minutes and then brought the 
house down with a_ typical 
leaping header two minutes 
from time after van der 
Eycken had equalised for Bel- 
gium from the penalty spot 
after 72 minutes. 

The result left Germany un- 
defeated under Derwall since 
1978 


It was a fine final, partly 
making up for the mediocrity 
of the rest of the tournament 
and which the Belgian under- 
dogs almost snatched. 

The teams were greeted by 
a 50,000 crowd and the Italians 
in attendance soon made it 
clear they were with favour- 
ites West Germany following 
Belgium’s elimination of Italy. 


West Germany, fielding the 
same side which saw them 
edge out Czechoslovakia, the 
Netherlands and Greece in 
their group, took the early in- 
itiative and Hansi Mueller 
brought out a fine diving save 
from Belgian goalkeeper Pfaff 
after only four minutes. 


Six minutes later the West 
Germans struck. Bernd Schus- 
ter, the blond midfield player 
from Cologne who has been 
one of the ig aeccespen of oe 
finals, played a sweet one- 
two with top scorer Klaus Al- 
lofs, fed Hrubesch and the big 
man turned smartly to drive a

In the space of five minutes 
before half-time, Mueller, 
Schuster and Allofs all had 
shots turned for a corner by 
Pfaff and Belgian desperation 
was highlighted by Mille- 
camp's wild lunge at Karl- 
Heinz’ Rummenigge which 
rightly earned him a booking. 


Rummenigge was clear 
shortly after but blasted past 
and the Belgians were a relie- 
ved side to reach half-time 
only one down, 


The second half started with 
bookings for van der Eycken of 
Belgium and Foerster of West 
Germany, but it soon became 
evident the West Germans 
were now the more nervous 
side. 

The popes swept for- 
wards into the gaps left in mid- 
field and both van der Eycken 
and Cools had chances to level 
the scores, but panicked at the 
wrong moment, 

An injury to midfield pow- 
erhouse Briegel, which forced 
him to be replaced. by 
Cullmann, further undermined 


the West German cause and 
with 18 minutes to go their 
hesitancy cost them the lead. 

Van der Elst’s speed took 
him clear of the West German 
defence from a defensive 
clearance and as he closed in 
on Schumacher, he was 
downed from behind by Foers- 
ter. 

The offence appeared to 
have been just outside the 
area, but the Romanian refer- 
ee signalled a penalty and van 
der Eycken fe tisa slammed 
the ball home for the equal- 
iser.

Arncliffe has spent $30,000 
on new players while Canberra 
has splashed out closer to $30,- 
000 on new men. 

Gallagher was sacked last 
week with his team then in 
seventh place, three points 
away from the four, while 
Canberra dispensed with Fer- 
nandez with the team eighth, 
four points outside the top 
four. 

Neither man was given the 
time needed to blend a succes- 
sion of new players into a 
team. 

And the fact is that both 
men had given good service to 
their clubs over a period of 
time, which had allowed their 
club managements to get a 
good assessment of their abili- 
ty. 

Fernandez was at Canberra 
for two years under John 
Warren and took over in his 
own right last season. 

Apparently the club consid- 
ered he was a man of suffi- 
cient ability at the end of last 
season after having looked at 


resign because he was un- 
happy with the coach, as seme 
Press reports stated, then he 
should have dohe so at the end 
of last season, not cut Fernan- 
dez off in mid-stream with his 
work half finished. 

Jim Gallagher helped take 


Arncliffe into State League - 


several seasons ago and sev- 
eral of the current committee 
were in power then, so they 
knew of his strengths and 
weaknesses and appointed hitn 
for the season, not half a sea- 
son.

As I have mentioned pre- 
viously, while the coach has a 
critical role to play, it is 
players who win games. 


It is the skills of Justin 
Fashanu which has brought 
the Adelaide City revival, not 
some burst of inspiration by 
coach Rasic. 


Rasic was a good coach 
before Adelaide City began to 
struggle for a variety of 
reasons and he was just as 
good while the team was

slumping to a succession of 
defeats. 

Chaldi was a pood, profés- 
sional coach in Sydney. The 
conservative Adelaide air has 
not suddenly turned him into a 
bumblehead. 

If the same guillotine men- 
tality in soccer clubs prevailed 
in Rugby League clubs, St. 
George's (Sydney) Harry Bath 
would have been sacked in 1978 
when his team languished at 
the foot of the table.

In my first year at Suther- 
land the team was second 
bottom for a long time, but I 
hept on and we finished third 
top that year and eventually I 
got the team promoted. 

In our first year in First 
Divison, playing against the 
might of Marconi, Hakoah and 
the like, we were rank bottom 
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not to 


at the end of the first round yet 
recovered to finish half-way up 
the table. . ' 

In the current unstable at- 
mosphere I would have been 
gone long before [ got the 
chance to bring short and 
eventually long-term success 
to Sutherland, 

Sutherland has never sacked 
a coach in mid season — 
though that is not to say it will 
not follow the current trend. 


North Sydney, last season in 
NSW Ist division bought many 
new players and were well 
down the table at the half-way 
stage, but the club kept coach 
Fil Bottalico and the team re- 
covered to win promotion. 


I speak with some feeling in 
this coaching matter because I 
lost a position in West Adel- 
aide, in similar circumstances 
to Gallagher and Fernandez 
when my team had lost only 
two games in six months and 
we were fifth on the table. 


For a coach to lose a posi- 
tion in mid season amid the 
glare of publicity that this 
often brings, especially at 
Philips League level, is a 
severe blow to his professional 
reputation. 


For Fernandez and Gallager 
the odds are that they will 
have to sit out a time of pen- 
nance for their so-called fail- 
ure until memories dim and 
they get a recall by some other 
club, prepared to give them 
another chance. 

When they do get another 
chance they will be looked at 
with suspicion, with their 


blame 


“weaknesses dweit upon at 


length, especially if instant 
success is not forthcoming, 

If there are a couple of 
losses it will be to the coach 
not the players that everyone 
looks to place the blaine. 


Players far too often do not 


have to face up to their 
sibilities fer ted cola pas 

They know that instead of 
three or four of them being re- 
placed following a string of 
bad results, it will-be the coach 
who will take the bullet. 

And when the new ‘coach 
comes in there will be an im- 
mediate lift in performance — 
for two or three games. There 
must be a lesson in that fact. 


In most instances it Is the 
coach who is the most dedica- 
ted. committed and profes- 

person within the club 
— yet the most easily made re- 
dundant. 


Of course if discipline at a 
club is bad, if players for good 
reason, have ocmpletely lost 
respect for the coach and the 
coach has lot confidence in 
himself and the whole thing is 
falling apart, then the club has 
little alternative but to replace 
the coach. 


Such was not the case with 
Fernandez and Gallagher who 
both had players prepared to 
back them to retain their jobs. 


Such impetuous decision- 
making if perpetuated within 
the Canberra and Arncliffe 
clubs must hinder their pro- 
gress in the long term while it 
adds up the unstable nature of 
our total soccer set-up.
